For Securing the Kingdom againfl an Invaſion defigned from France. 


J * ILLIAM by theGrace of GOD, King of Great-Britain, France and Ireland, Defender of the Faith, To 
WW Nt Macers of Our Privy Council, Meſſengers at Arms, 
FA 9. Wa, OurSheriffs in that Part, conjundly and ſeverally, ſpecially Conftitute, Greeting: Whereas the merciful Providence of 
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GOD toUs, and Our Kingdoms, hath diſcovered a moſt wicked & Horrid Conſpiracy to Afﬀaſſinat Our Royal Perſon, 
EE which was deſigned to have been Acted before an Invaſion, which isintended from Fraxce, for the Ruining Our Religion, 
and all that is dear to Our Good Subjefts; We with Advice of the Lords of Our Privy Council have thought fir, upon this Occaſion to 


Require, Likeways We hereby do Require all Our loving Subjects to be ina Readineſs, as they ſhall receive Orders from Our Pri- 
'vy Council, with their beft Horlesand Arms, to defend againſt any ſuch Horrid Invaſion from France, avd againf the Attempts whici 
may be made by Enemies, or evil afﬀfefted Perſons at Home: And hereby require all Our loving Subje&ts, eſpecially Our Mag:- 
ſtrats, Juſtices of Peace, ColleQors at Our ſeveral Sea-Ports,and upon the Borders, toStop and Ceizeall Perſons coming into this Our 
Antient Kingdom, who have not ſufficient Paſſes under one of the Secretaries of State for either of the Kingdoms of Scotland or 
Erneland, or under the Lieutennantgf [re/and their Hands. And farder, do hereby require all Our loving Subjeds to take ſpecial Not- 
ice of any Perſons diſaffected t Government , their keeping Meetings, and that they Diſcover the ſame time- 
ouſly to ſome of Qur- Pri i,” ur the -ncat Magiſtrate of the Place, that the fſaids Perſons may be ſecured 
and Proceeded againſt, as Perſons Miigning to Diſturb the Peace and Quiet of Our-Government, And We with Advice foreſaid, 
Do hereby Require and Command all Our Sheriffs and their Deputs, to Seize all the Horſes above an Hundred Merks Price, and all 
{ort of Arms more than a Walking Sword, of ſuch Perſons who are obliged by ' the fixth AC of the fourth Seffion of this Our cur- 
rent Parliament, to have Sworn and Signed the Oath of Allegiance with the Aſſurance, and who have not Sworn and Signed the 
fame: And Appoints and Ordains the Magytrats of all the Towns upon the Sea Coaſts of this Kingdom, upon the firſt Sight of 
any Number of Ships Approaching Our Coaſt ; that they, by putting on Fires and Beacons, Advertiſe all Our Leidges thereof : And 
that they likewiſe Advertiſe Our Privy Council of the ſame, by ſending Expreſſes. OUR WILL IS HEREFORE, and We 
Charge you ſtritly, and Command, that incontinent theſe Our Letters ſcen, ye paſs to the Mercat-Croſs of E4inbargh, and to the 
remanent Mercat-Crofſes of the haill Head-Burghs of the ſeveral Shires and Stewartries within this Our antient Kingdom, and 


there in Our Name and Authority, make publick Intimation of the Premiſſes, that none pretend Ignorance. And Ordains thele Pre- 
ſents to be Printed.
